of the Democratic committee has not 
foeon apprised of the propros&d compro- 
mise. In fact no proposition looking to 
the substitution of part Populist elect- 
ors in the various states with a view to 
the selection of a vice president of Pop- 
Tilist faith had been submitted to him 
and the Democratic leaders v,'ho are 
here. 


No compromise will be entertained by 


the Democratic committee. Mr. Jones 
said he would be as loyal to tho vice 
presidential nominee as to the presiden- 
tial nominee. It is known that Chair- 
man Jones does not regard a division of 
the electors as possible or believe that 
the Democrats could coiiseiit to any 
such division. 


During the day Senator Jones re 


ceived numerous callers from the Ponn- 
list party. It is understood that to al] 
of them he announced that this fight is 
•one of principle; that the situation is 
"narrowed down to the fact that either 
Bryan or McKmley L-, poing to be elect 
ed president; the Populists could insure 
the election of Bryan by indorsing him, 
out by the nomination of another 
ticket they ironld endanger the silver 
-cause. 


Senator Jones said he had made no 


pledges, bat could only appeal to the 
frends of silver for silver. What effect 
the statement and position of Senator 
Jones and the other Democratic leaders. 
has upon the Populists caii not be told 
Self iuterest has mcch to do with the 
position of some of the Populists. 


It appears that in the south there are 


a number of leading Populists wh 
hope to be elected to congress by the ait, 
of the Republican votes, and it is a 
thev know that if they encourage the 
indorsement of Bryan or acquiesce u 
it they coold not hold these votes in the 
campaign they intend to make in the 
fall. Those and other considerations 
•especially the fear that the Populis 
party may be dissipated by the indorse 
ment of Bryan has created quite a 
strong sentiment in favor of naming a 
straight ticket. ,,.

of tho states like North Carolina. Ne- 
braska, Minnesota and Texas could bo 
arraiigrd by the state committee, which 
alone would have the power to enter 
into any agreement. Chairmitn Jones 
has conferred with such of the Populist 
leaders as have tailed and pointed oni 
very clearly thai the battle is between 
McKiuley and the gold standard and 
Bryan and the silver standard. 


The "middle-of-the-road" people sug- 


gest Vaudervort of Nebraska and Bar- 
ken of Missippi as a good ticket. The 
Bryan people are closely organized for 
effective wcrk. General Weaver is at 
the head oi their steering committee. 
There is an all-pervading dread among 
the rank and file that thay will be swa1- 
lowed np by the Democracy. They de- 
clare they were first in the field with 
the cry for the restoration of silver. 


"The Democrats stole our thtuider," 


said Ignatius Donnelly, "and now they 
want to bury us." 


The convention is a peculiar political 


gathering. There is a total absence of 
brass bands and a scarcity of flags and 
bunting, but the lack of music and 
trappings does not dampen the ardor. 
There is noise enough to satisfy any 


frequenter of conventions. They crowd 
the hotel corridors. All of them are de- 
baters with strong convictions aud they 
take into rheir confidence all within the 
sound of their voices. Many of the del- 
egates are far ou to the sere and yellow, 
but they are full of lire and enthusiasm. 


In case Bryan is nominated or in- 


dorsed Chairman Jones has agreed that 
the Populists shall have three represen- 
tatives in the national committee and 
the Silverites one.

ST. Louis, July 21.—The prospect for 


& compromise, which some of the Popn- 
lists professed to consider probable, has 
disappeared. It met its fate in the 
Bryan camp, where it was smothered 
beyond resuscitation apparently. 


The compromise proposition, looking 


to the retention of Mr. Bryan at the 
head of the ticket aud substituting a 
Populist for Mr. Sewall for vice presi 
deut, was sprung in the still hours of 
the morning in a promiscuous hearing 
of party Ifaders. 
It was afterward 


adopted by the executive committee of 
the national committee and was by 
them exploited as a panacea which 
would easts all thp ills of the situation 
by uuiting all the factious. The south- 
ern delegates accepted the scheme with 
avidity on the theory that it would aid 
them in maintaining the entirity of the 
party for which they have held out so 
vigorously. 


Tho Bryan people did r.ot adopt the 


suggestion of the tlelegation. They had 
no sooner heard of it than' a Bryan 
meeting was called which, in the forci 
ble language of one who attended it, 
"proceeded to immediately jump on it 
with both feet." 


This brief meeting and the Olio which 


followed between the representatives of 
the Bryan element and the executive 
committee constituted the important 
events of the day. The result of these 
meetings is a probable split in tho party 
and the likelihood that the matter oi 
indorsing Bryan and nominating an- 
other candidate than that of Sewall for 
vice president will have to be fought 
ont in the convention.

They 
will have neithei* surrender nor fusion 
They are extremely radical. Their 
headquarters at tho LaClede are con- 
stantly lilted with a pushing, noisy 
juass of people. 


Tho halls arc placarded with mor.toas 


-and editorials from Populist papers de- 
niundinp the repudiation of the Chicago 
ticket, and several orators aro usually 
talking to the crowd at the same time. 
The initiative and referendum scheme, 
which is to originate all legislation 
with the people and refer it, back to 
thorn for indorsement, is their keynote. 


The basis of representation is one del-

It was the first time the issues had been 
joined, and there was no mincing of 
words on either side. 
Messrs. Davis of Texas and Donnelly 


of Minnesota stood out stiffly for the 
compromise and declared that if the 
Bryan people could not be satisfied 
with this proposition it would be neces- 
sary to take the fight into the conven- 
tion, which would, they claimed, pre- 
sent a spectacle as hurniliatisj; to the 
Populist party as it would be edifying 
to its enemies. They asserted that it 
would be impossible to secure the assent 
of the rank and file to an unqualified 
indorsement of the entire Democratic 
ticket.

WASHINGTON. July 51.—The gold re- 


serve went below the ninety million 
mark for the nrst time in many mouths, 
and at the close of business rhe actual 
figure was S!>,76J,336, a reduction of 
$3,706,300 for the day. Of the -with- 
drawals $S,038,000 was for export. 


Treasury officials look upon this heavy 


golden drain as entirely abnormal and 
are confident that it will not continue, 
at least so heavily. They say there is 
nothing in trade conditions to warrant 
the eiports. 


In the absence of Secretary Carlisle, 


•who will not return to the city from his 
jaunt down the bay until Tuesday, no 
one can speak authoritatively respect- 
ing the probability of another issue of 
bonds to replenish the reserve in the 
near future, but the general trend of 
opinion was that such a thing was not 
to be expected. 


The rumor reached the treasury late 


in the day that the New York banks 
had decided to come to the relief of the 
department and pledge themselves to 
retain the reserve aflltlie §100,000,000 
point. 


Officials profess to see other hopeful 


signs even if this promise fails of real- 
ization. Among them is the prospect 
that the demand for money in the west 
will oblige the New York banks to de- 
posit gold with the treasury in order to 
obtain the necessary paper. This would 
add materially to the protection of the 
gold reserve. The department has al- 
ready accumulated in the general bal- 
ance" of $3f>l,618,39;-| no less than $b4.- 
£SR,01K nf old legal tender notes and 
$35,113,010 in Sherman notes. 


This leaves the whole amount of legal 


tender notes outstanding, notes of a 
kind that can be used under the "end- 
less chain plan to draw out the treasury 
gold at only $iUn,0<>0,000, and very 
much of this is actively circulating in 
the course of daily trade. The national 
banks held of this total $147,000,000, 
and so far as the treasury officials know 
they are not generally lending them- 
selves to the present raid on the reserve. 


Afcto other conditions the officials are 


satisfied with, the manner in which they 
have gotten so far through the month 
of July. 
This is always a trying 


mouth, the beginning of the fiscal year 
letting loose a lot of appropriations for 
miscellaneous objects as well as for 
rivers and harbors and pensions. The 
pavments on account cf tlio latter have 
amounted so far to $9.^27,000 tins 
month, while the quarterly interest 
charges ou the 4 per cent bonds and 
others have aggregated $6,479,000. 


The total expenditures for the month 


have reached $31,118,000, which leaves 
a deficit of $12,001,294, but this is no 
more than was expected, while oncour- 
agement is found in the fact that the 
receipts have averaged well upon $1,- 
000,000 per diem, and that much of the 
increase is composed of internal reve- 
nue receipt?, an indication that the 
whisky in bond has at last been drawn 
upon.

In making excavations into wood the 


teredo always bores in direction of the 
grjun and is, very careful to avoid th--. tub* 
or cell formed by its congener. It oft*n 
happens that only a thin leaf cf wood is 
Irft between them. 


Occ day as Mr. Brunei •sms thoughtfully 


observing the wredo he noticed that it 
bored its way into the -wood by means of an 
ingenious mechanical device. With the 
aid of a mtetw»pe he found that with its 
valvular shell in front, aided by it* foot, it 
•worked with a, forward and at the sarae 
time with & rotary movement and the 
small pieces of wood passed hack to the in- 
sect's mouth and were thrown out. 


From this wonderful little excavator the 


great engineer gained ideas of just such a 
machine as he had long been wanting to 
invent- He went to work determined to 
produce the teredo in an enlarged form, 
nnd after much labor succeeded in devising 
a '"hhield" for his miners, and also the bor- 
irg machine with which the Thames run- 
nel ia London was excavatecL 


The shield consisted of 12 separate frames 


of timber, each of three stages, or 36 cells 
altogether. A miner worked in each of 
these cells, protected by the shield in front 
of him and above him just like a-human, 
torpedo. Bricklayers followed the miners 
and built up the arched gallery behind 
them. As soon as a miner had finished Ms 
•work his shield jres pushed forward, and 
ise resumed his labor.

Xo 030 •w'-^e»pr witnessed 
this st-eiDirigly marvekraa grovrth could! be 
induced to believe that the plant thev 
finally saw hn<l actually ^rown -within this 
short time from tbe seed. IE was either 
that they had been hypnotized, bound by 
the will of the operator, and had imagined 
that they had se*n the plant grow from 
moment to moment under the thin cloth 
thrown over it, or else that by some superb 
skill of legerdemain the pot containing 
the seed had been spirited away before 
their eyes and a new pot with a blossom- 
!D£ plast set dowa in its place at light- 
ning speed. 


A clear headed, cold blooded scientist, 


however, demolished these theories a short 
time ago, proving conclusively that, what- 
ever else it might be, the plant growing 
marvel was no fraud. At a recent Yogis 
seance, to which he went prepared, the 
aged magician planted the seed and cover- 
ed the pot with its cloth, and the man 
with a torn for science "snapped" his de- 
tective caxni-ra at ic.

He observed, ftret of all, that the Yogis 


never attempted, the "trick" unless they 
had brought along carefully guided some 
special earth or soil. At once it struck 
him that the secret might lay in this pe- 
culiar earth.

The surest electric conductor is a draft. [ 
and if, when a thunderstorm approaches, it, 
is seen that all windows and doors liable j 
to occasion a draft are kept closed the 
danger is at onc-e reduced to a minimum 
If a woman is 'caught' out in a thui.dt.r- 
storm, the. safest shelter is a hou.-;; the- 
most dangerous ft tree, particularly an can; 
tree.

ity. 
Over 50 per cent of trei-s Mrurk by 


lightnine storms dtiring one summer, the 
government statistician tells us, were 
oaks, while the beech tree was tin- leiL-t 
harmed. Therefore the wor=t possible pinto 
of t-helrer in an electric smriu i* under an 
oak tree, while by all ndil« tl'e sufost place 
is in a lioxi^e aud out of a draft. 


"The actual danger from an electric 


storm is. in troth, not fn.m the lightning 
norrhe thunder, but from the nervous con- 
dition into which women allow theniM-lus 
to fall. And this is a danger which tlvy 
can avoid. A little c&.lm thought and a 
few grains of common sense will do it."'

From that time to this 
the cry of distress has constantly in- 
creased in volume, not in this coun- 
try alone, but throughout the world. 


As a matter of the highest Demo- 


cratic principle, tils wrong should be 
rectified. 
For two decades, the Dem- 


ocratic pare; in township, county, 
state and notional conventions de- 
nounced tbe act as overthrowing the 
will of the majority by fraud and 
false pretense. It is not t tbe less 
open to denunciation to-day than It 
was ten years ago, for the principle 
of the thing does not change. All 
intelligent men have seen the effects 
of the demonetization act. 
Those 


who have control of the money, have 
profited immecssly by having it al- 
most double in purchasing power, and 
their holdings are almost twice as 
great as Shey were twenty years ago. 
by the sheer force of a legislative en- 
actment. 


The rest of the people have seen 


their holdings shrink to half their 
former proportions, and the general 
prosperity has well nigh disappeared 
in consequence of the cankering con- 
traction of the currency; and tbe 
agricultural interests have suffered 
and are suffering most of all. And 
this, in the face of the fact that our 
national prosperity depends on a?ri- 
caltural activity and prosperity. 


The restoration and full remoneti- 


zation of silver are necessary to give 
us a sound currency of sufficient vol- 
ume to meet commercial demands. 
A sound currency upon a metallic 
basis is the Democratic Idea. Even 
the sd vacates of the single gold stand- 
ard admit that the entire gold supply 
of fete ccuntry,dupllcated by an equal 
amount of paper currency, would only 
furnish us hatfrenougli for commer- 
cial transactions. 


Tbey propose to remedy this by a 


banking system, under which, prom- 
ises to pay based on other promises 
to pay, are to be issued up to the de- 
mand. 


Why should the people permit the 


establishment of such a currency,- 
when the gold and silver of" the 
country, almost 
equally divided, 


furnish the metallic basis for 81,000,- 
000,000 of currency, or let us say 
32.000,000,000 in gold and silver coin, 
and 82,000;0001000 in paper, redeem- 
able on demand in these coins, a 
sufficient amoiiut to meet' all the 
wants of commerce, and in its very 
nature proof against cornering and 
monopoly. For this 
reason 
the 


money grabbers oppose it. 


Certainly 84,000,000,000 of circula- 


tion on metallic basis is preferable to 
that amount of money based on 
promises to pay, with no require- 
ments for specie redemption. 


The advocates .of the remonetiza- 


tion and equal coinage of silver are 
the advocates of that sound and reli- 
able currency in which every dollar 
of paper currency is redeemable on 
demand in gold and silver coin, while 
the advocates of the single gold 
standard want silver outlawed and 
thus make necessary the reconstruc- 
tion of the national banking system 
under which we are to have a paper 
currency without any metallic basis 
whatever.

Major McKiuley, the great apostle of 
prohibition of trade, now earnestly 
seeks a "good foreign market" and is 
an advocate of "free trade in spots," as 
reciprocity has been called. The light 
is shining in dark places, and revenue 
reformers may trnst that the dawn is 
coming. 
. It is now ' matter of history that 
James G. Blaine, the father of the reci- 
procity idea, had to make a scandal in 
order to force reciprocity into the Mc- 
Khiley bill. Mr. Blaine brought things 
to a crisis with the celebrated hat smash- 
ing episode, when, after denouncing the 
infamous measure, he declared that the 
McKialey bill would not make a market 
for a single bushel of wheat or a single 
barrel of pork. Reciprocity was a con- 
cession to the common sense of the parry, 
many of whose members looked upon 
the McKinley tariff as a hideous mon- 
ster which they were forced to embrace, 


Now, the question is, How did reci- 


procity work? The majority of tho ways 
and means committee of the present 
house in their recent report tried to 
make out a case for reciprocity by citing 
the increase of trade with Brazil under 
the McKinley act. There nevor was a 
weaker argument Under the agreement 
of 1891 Brazil contracted to let in dury 
free products of the United States, such 
as wheat, flour and some important 
manufactures of iron and steel, like 
machinery and steam engines, and du- 
ties were reduced 25 per cent on pro- 
visions, cotton cloths, manufactures of
